According to reports received 
here, Australia has recently modi 
fied its immigration regulations 


and interposes uo great difficulties 
for would-be settlers. Although the 
Government and the country are 
not prepared to welcome a mass 
immigration, despite the strong 
sentiment in the country for a 
greatly increased white, European 
population, large numbers of indi- 
viduals are being admitted  al- 
though the procedure calls for ex- ° 
amination of each application for 
permission to enter the country, 

Many German Jews planning to 
emigrate to South Africa, where 
several hundred have already 
found refuge, have been set back 
by the news that new regulations 
entering into force November °1 
will sharply restrict immigration 
into the Union.

First of all, because I am writing you on a

Your stand for tolerance 
in your addresses recently before the American 
Legion and in Wisconsin, your noteworthy attack 
on the Teachers’ Oath Bill: these have been glort. 
ous evidences of your personal breadth of spirit 
and your sound tolerance. 

Unfortunately, however, my dear Governor 
Landon, in addition to your hosts of thoroughly 
honest American supporters, there have enlisted

Hitler Extolled, Nazis Praised By Avery Brundage 
NEW YORK (JTA)—The American people you find in Germany today.” 


can profit by a study of the Hitler regime, it was 
declared Sunday night by Avery Brundage, chair- 
man of the American Olympic Committee, before 
20,000 German Americans celebrating 
German Day at Madison Square Garden. 

The festivities were under the auspices of the 
America-German Bund, a pro-Nazi organization 
which also presented as speakers Ambassadors 
Hans Luther and Dr, Karl Stroehlin, mayor of 
Stuttgart. But their orations failed to receive the 
enthusiastic response as did Mr, Brundage’s. 

“We can learn much from Germany,” he said. 
“We, too, if we wish to preserve our institutions, 
must stamp out Communism, We, too, must take 
steps to arrest the decline of patriotism.” 

Mr, Brundage who was one of the leaders in- 
strumental in bringing the American team to the 
Olympic Games in Berlin, indirectly denied that 


cheering 


the Reich had used the games.as a means of 
propaganda, 
“No country since ancient Greece has dis- 


played a more truly national public interest,” he 
asserted, “in the Olympic spirit in general than 


Extolling Germany under Hitler, he contin- 
ued: “Germany has progressed as a nation out of 
her discouragement of five years ago into a new 
spirit of confidence in herself, Everywhere I 
found Germans, friendly, courteous and obliging.” 

Turning to his audience, which included many 
uniformed Stormtroopers, he asserted: 

“Thanks to the support of you people of Ger 
man descent in America we were able to get our 
Olympic team abroad, The question then was 
whether a vociferous minority, highly organized 
and highly financed, could impose its will on 
120,000,000 people.” 

Dr, Stroehlin’s presence caused police to in- 
crease details for ordinary Garden rallies to 600 
men, The heavy guard was aimed to prevent 
demonstrations and possible clashes feared by po- 
lice following protests against Dr, Stroehlin’s en- 
try into this country by labor and anti-Nazi organ- 
izations and by the American League Against 
War and Fascism and Communist bodies. 

“Germany is rearming,”’ said Ambassador Lu- 
ther, “not to make war but to make peace se 
cure.”

Jewish Petition 
Is Turned Down 


GENEVA (JTA)—The League of 
Nations Tuesday rejected the re 
quest of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee and other organizations to 
intercede with Germany in behalf 
of the Jews and other minorities, 
but promised to do “everything 
possible” to aid them. 

Dr. Saavadra Lamas of Argen- 
tina, president of the League As- 
sembly, told a delegation which 
called on him to present a petition 
for intercession, that there was no 
question of taking steps for inter- 
cession and that the petition could 
not be placed on the agenda or de- 
bated in the Assembly. 

The delegation presenting the 
petition was headed by Max Gott- 
schalk of Belgium. Melvin Fager 
of New York, representing the 
American Jewish Committee, asked 
Dr, Lamas to submit to the Assem- 
bly’s subcommittee on refugees 
the petition’s demands for exerting 
influence with the German Govern- 
ment to prevent a further exodus 
by a modification of its policy on 
the Jews, 

Dr. Lamas replied that the 
League’s work on refugees was 
technical, not political in charac- 
ter, and that the subcommittee 
would continue to seek a solution 
of the refugee problem, He praised 
the work of James G. McDonald 
of New York, who resigned as 
High Commissioner for Refugees 
last January. 

The petition, which supported 
the proposal for intervention con- 
tained in Mr. McDonald’s letter of 
resignation to the League, urged 
intercession on the principal 
ground that forced emigration from 
the Reich imposed unwarranted 
burdens on neighboring nations, 
who were obliged to care for the 
refugees, 

Among the other organizations 
sponsoring the petition are the 
American Christian Committee for 
German Refugees, B’nai B'rith, the 
Women’s International League for 
Peace and Freedom, the Comite 
pour le Defense d’Israelites, Comite 
National de Secours and Refugees, 


Comite Central d’Assistance aux 
Mmigrants and the Ligue des 
Droits de !'Homme. 

The document, which was ten 


months in preparation, was accom- 
panied by a 36,00-word annex citing 
precedents and legal grounds for 
international action in behalf of 
the Jews in Germany,

from all parts of the country lined 
the streets of Czernowitz to watch 
the procession and nearly 50,000 
persons, including schoolchildren, 
students, soldiers, officers and 
priests, passed before Gregor’s 
bier. 

At the burial service, attended 
by leading representatives of the 
Greek Orthodox Church, inflamma- 
tory speeches were made by Iron 
Guardists. All participants swore 
before a cross held by a priest to 
exterminate the Jews of Rumania. 

Since Gregor’s death, the Jews in 
Czernowitz and Bukovina live in 
an atmosphere of panic, expecting 
outbreak of anti-Semitic excesses 
any day, Persons who resemble 
Jews are beaten up in the streets 
and go out to work only at the risk 
of their lives. On the spot where 
Gregor was killed in the public 
park a small cenotaph has been 
erected as 2a perpetual shrine to 
Rumania’s “Horst Wessel.’ Its
